The first orange tree was planted in this valley In 1886. There were 


small orange groves at the old town of San Gabriel at that time, and a 
few trees at Azusa. The late Mlc'iael Baldridge had the first orange tree 
nnrsory in what is now Covina valley. He bought rotten oranges at San 
Francisco, using the seed to start stock on what is now the F. M. Chap- 
man ranch. 


The Washington Navel orange, maturing in January, February and 


March, has made wonderful history for this valley and for Southern Cali- 
fornia. The original parent tree is still alive and on exhibition at Riv< 
reside. Sharing about equally in acreage and production with 
the 


Washington Navel is the Valencia, which'ripens In the summer months, 
and is marketed all the way from April to November. The two varie- 
ties make possible an almost continuous seasnn of orange marketing. 


There are approximately 14,000 acres of oranges in the upper San 


Gabriel valley which includes the Covina district. The past season has 
brought a return to the grower that has been very satisfactory, in spite 
of the fact that cultural costs have increased very materially during 
the past three or four years. 


Prices received during the past winter, which averaged to the grower 


$2.80 per box after packing and shipping .charges had been deducted, are 
Just equivalent to the return before the war when a dollar net per box 
was received. Cultural costs have increased nearly fifty percent. The 
grower has also felt the high cost of living in common with the rest 
of humanity.

COVINA CITRUS ASSOCIATION HAS 


RECORD SEASON OF PRICES 


The Covina Citrus Association, com- 


prised of 110 members who own 1,200 
acres of the oldest and largest-produc- 
ing citrus trees in this part of the San 
Gabriel valley, has shipped 227 cars 
of Washington navels during the son- 
eon from January to May. 
This, on 


tho basis of 462 boxes to the car is 
.104,874 packed boxes. 
On the first 


pool in December the growers averaged 
a return of $3.35 per box, shipping 
and packing charges deducted. 


This return was made on a basis of 


practically $15.0 per acre .of cultural 
costs, .which, includes 'cultivation, irri- 
gation, fumigation, pruning, and gen- 
eral caro not included in these items. 
While the cultural cost per aero scorns 
large, and is indeed more than is paid 
for land per acre in many parts of the 
middle west and east, it is more than 
justified 
by 
tho return. 
A glance 


through the books of any packing 
house in the valley will show to the 
ones who understand tho industry just 
•which ones have given the necessary 
amount of care and those who have 
not. 
The ranchers who have not been 


spending the money necessary, and who 
have not boon giving the personal at- 
tention necessary, are the ones who 
have not been making money, not even 
during this period of high prices and 
unusual demand. 


INCREASE IN EXPENSE. 


There has been about forty per cent 


increase in tho cultural cost since the 
war. 
Where teams could be hired for 


$4.50 per day a few years ago, they 
now cost eight dollars. Ordinary labor 
prices have almost doubled and in some 
cases have more than doubled. 
The 


cost of all kinds of material used on 
tho ranches, including all tools and 
machinery have increased, in many 
cases almost doubled in price. 


But in spite of this fact the rancher 


has experienced a more prosperous sea- 
son this past winter than ever before 
in the industry. 
The prices received 


for Washington navels this last winter 
are more than three times what tho 
prices used to bo. Not more than six 
years ago, a very intelligent associa- 
tion shipper and rancher said that the 


citrus industry so far as the winter 
orange was concerned would be put 
on a solidly-paying basis if a dollar a 
box for navels could bo assured. When 
navels were bringing a dollar and a 
dollar and ten cents f. o. b., the grower 
was very well satisfied with tho profit. 
And there was a respectable profit at 
this price. The cultural costs were not 
so high as in these days of inflation of 
all values. 


All angles of tho industry thorough- 


ly scrutinized, it is a fact that tho 
grower has received, an 'exceptionally 
fine price 'for his-fr.ui,t' this -past win- 
ter, and it results in a prosperity 
which 
can be "felt now throughout 


Southern California. 
There is no pros- 


perity that is disseminated so rapidly 
among the people as the prosperity 
•'which, emanates from the tiller of the 
soil. 


THE VALENCIA SEASON. 


Manager W. W. Bennett of tho Co- 


vina Citrus Association says that, while 
estimates are always subject to wide 
variation, ho believes his association 
! will ship about 300 cars of Valencias 
! this coming summer nnd fall. 


President Anton P. KerekhoiT, one 


of tho largest growers in tho district, 
said that he believed it -would bo one 
of the finest Valencia seasons in the 
history of tho industry. 
Tho trees 


everywhere are carrying as heavy a 
load as evor in history, including tho 
young trees. 
There is a considerable 


increase in tho acreage of Valencias 
that is coining into bearing, especially 
on the south of the old Covina district. 
Prices indicated are to be high. Noth- 
ing can change these conditions, it is 
believed, because of the practical as- 
surance 
of • exceptional 
prosperity 


throughout tho United States for at 
least the noxt two years. 


The fine return to tho members of 


the Covina Citrus Association is made 
in spite of tho cold wave of last Dec- 
ember, which injured a small percent- 
age of tho fruit. 
While this cold 


weather caused an increase in tho per- 
centage of culls, the fine market and 
the big crop worked to more than off- 
set the damage in the aggregate.

" De Luxe" brand will continue to de- 
note the fnnry pnek, and the 
"Out- 


look" the choice grade, with the Hun- 
flower insignia attached. 


There is a distinct advantage in hav- 


ing the 
niirne of a product uniform 


throughout 
the 
associations 
packing 


through a general selling organization. 
Often, according to packing association 
managers, a re-order cannot be filled, 
because one association that placed the 
order under its own packing brand h«n 
no more fruit, to offer. 
The fact, that 


the packs are pretty generally the sfune 
and the f r u i t of an accepted standard 
quality, makes it possible to re-supply 
a customer if the selling brands are 
grouped under a unit name, an in the 
case of "Hunflower." The "M. O. IX" 
board of directors at Midlands, in An- 
nouncing this innovation, said in ono 
of their bulletins recently: 


"Hy getting "HunfloweYs" from dif- 


ferent districts, you will be assured riot 
only of sufficient quantity to buyers go- 
ing every week in the year, but also 
we can better give what, is required in 
sixes, us sizes vary in different, dis- 


tricts.

These innovations affect the Golden 


Orange Groves, Incorporated, a pack- 
ing association at the Azusa avenue 
siding near Covinn, as this is another 
association affiliated with the Mutual 
Orange Distributors. 
The Golden Or- 


ange Groves association has shipped 5IJ 
cars of navels during the past winter, 
under the management, of Ham H. Mer- 
chant. 


The Covina Heights Groves, under 


the management of H. L. Hendrix, has 
had a very prosperous season during 
this last winter. The De Luxe and Out- 
look have commanded splendid prices, 
averaging for the season as good or 
better than any association in the val- 
ley. 
The house is engaged at the 


present time in packing valencias, of 
which it. is expected there will bo one 
hundred cars for this association. 
The 


house packs lemons as well as oranges. 


The plant, is a new one, and is esti- 


mated to have a physical valuation of 
$20,000, including improvements made 
this winter, Jt has a capacity of three 
cars per day.

Markets Large Crop 


With a return, of $3.11)7 on Washing- 


ton navels for the December pool, the 
Covina Orange Growers' Association 
began the navel seuifon in a most satis- 
factory manner. As in the case of all 
associations in the valley in the past, 
the old high-water mark of a dollar not 
at ono time was satisfactory, but old 
conditions havo 
been swept by tho 


board because of tho war-wave of high 
prices. 
It is considered that prices 


will never go buck to tho place whore 
they started. 
There will probably bo 


a readjustment, but in all probability 
the day of the dollar net, navel orange 
will never return. 
The crop marketed 


was 1)3 per cent, of normal, based on 
Die normal yenr of I!)17. 


Tlie Covina O ran go 0 rowers' Asso- 


ciation shipped - I I cars of navels with 
•Hi:! boxes to the car, of !)7,407 packed 
boxes. 
Manager C, K. Crawford be- 


lieves that tho season for navels will 
average close to $3.00 tho box. 
This 


is undoubtedly a larger average return 
than other packing houses although tho 
return for tho December pool was not 
the highest in tho district. 


Although tho association hud groves 


that were damaged by tho Christmas 
cold weather, the eventual results in 
/igures do not in any euso bear out tho 
D(Thnnd statements mndo about the en- 
tire citrus community at' the time of 
the low temperatures. 
Tho packing 


house records show that of tho entire 
navel season output only nineteen per 
cent of tho whole was graded us culls, 
Kiul of this, seven per cent was salable 
to thu Exchaugc Orange Products Com- 
pany for iiiuruiuludo. 


This showng in culls is a direct and 


accurate refutation of the statements 
made about the damage from frost. In- 
cidentally, it should be said that all 
statements 
concerning damage 
from 


cold weather arc always exaggerated, 
as borno out eventually by packing 
houso figures. 


VALENCIAS TAKE LEAD. 


The Washington navels matured at 


an unusually early period this last sea- 
son, making it; possible to ship somo 
holiday-, £ruit. In the record growth of 
tho Covina Orange (!rowers' Associa- 
tion it in interesting to note that the 
Valencias, ur summer oranges, are now 
iu excess of the, Washington navels. Up 
u n t i l two years ago the navel acreage 
was still ahead of tho Valencia acre- 
age, but recently a number of largo 
Valencia groves just coming into bear- 
ing have been added to tho supervision 
of this association. The association now 
packs and ships the fruit on l!iJ7 acres 
of Valencias and 535 acres of navels. 
The crop just, marketed was the third 
largest in the history of this associa- 
tion. 


It lias undoubtedly been a profitable 


season for the members in this asso- 
ciation. 
Manager Crawford gives an 


estimate of about 300 cars of Vuloneius 
for this summer. 


The picking, packing and shipping 


of Valencias is in full progress now 
throughout tho vulloy by all associa- 
tions. Tho navel and Valencia seasons 
run together this year. 


THE SUMMER ORANGE. 


Valencia* have gradually outstripped 


tho Washington navels iu acreage in

The Washington navel is prob- 
ably still the superior fruit, in finality, 
so f?»r as (he consuming public is con- ; 
corned. 
There if no better fruit ob- ! 


tainablo by a human being than the 
Washington navel orange in April. 


But the Valencia grows very well on 


the inland coastal plain, and can be 
shipped all the way from April to 
November. It. has a fine quality when 
matured. 
It. hangs on the tree until 


the owner makes up his mind to ship, 
ft is not subjected to the chance of 
being frozen in transit as in the cose 
with the oranges shipped into the mid- 
dle west, and oast in winter. 
It has 


always demanded a very satisfactory 
price. It. is sandwiched in between the 
floods of deciduous fruits in summer 
.so that it invariably finds at. least a 
fair market. The trees are very pro- 
lific bearers. 
Because the fruit does 


not begin to ripen until warm weather, 
it, is not so liable to be injured by low 
temperatures in winter. The Valencia 
is an excellent relay fruit for the win- 
ter orange, thus making almost a con- 
tinuous season of orange marketing in 
Southern California.

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FERTILIZER IS BASIC SUPPORT 


OF PROFITABLE CITRUS INDUSTRY 


Barnyard manure is almost the fun- 


damental basis of success in the inten- 
sive horticultural game of growing or- 
anges and lemons for profit. 
This is 


readily agreed to by the majority of 
growers who have put the most time 
and study into the question. 


The kinds of fertilizers employed 


with definite results arc many and 
varied. The Covina citrus district uses 
huge amounts of blood and tankage. 
The growers successfully use a great 
amount of the commercial fertilizers 
put out by many concerns. 
Every- 


thing that will stimulate plant growth 
is used in varying quantities. 


But it has long been an established 


fact .that barnyard manure has the 
great, basic ctimulus necessary to mako 
fruit on the gross-feeding orange tree. 
After carrying on scientific and prac- 
tical tests for a period of ten years 
at the Citrus Experiment Station at 
Eiverside, a report was made a couple 
of years ago to the cffccttthat barnyard 
nianure was the king of all fertilizers. 


It is now a question of how to got 


it. Its value is not any longer under 
consideration. The citrus industry con- 
sumes such enormous quantities of it 
that the supply is always kept doyvn. 
Cost of freight is probably the largest 
item in bringing this fertilizer to the 
rancher. 


\ 
IS A NECESSITY. 


Harry Damcrel, one of the local 


ranchers and fruit experts who has 
made an intensive study of the fertil- 
izer question, as well as all other ques- 
tions connected with the industry, said 
recently that barnyard 
manure was 


worth, all the money that had ever 
been paid for it so far. 
He said that 


the Covina valley -was using a large 
amount of manure that was being ship.-, 
peel in from the Imperial valley and 
Arizona, and while the cost was higher 
than ever before on account of the long 
haul, the manure was an essential, and 
•was worth the amount paid for it. 


No tiller of the soil in all the world 


uses such liberal quantities of fertilizer 
in all forms as do th"e ranchers in the 
Covina valley. 


All the record-breaking returns ever 


made in the Covina valley have- been 
made on orchards where the grower 
has fertilized far in excess of any rule 
that has been . laid down by the con- 
servative ones. It is not at all uncom- 


mon for good, intelligent growers to 
spend $150 por acre on their groves, 
a large part of which is spent for fer- 
tilizer. 


During the first years of the life 


of an orange tree it may grow very 
rapidly in the rich silt of the Covinn 
valley. 
But the citrus tree is such a 


gross feeder it eventually exhausts the 
balanced plant food of the soil. It is 
then that it must be fed. 
There are 


some of the most productice groves 
in the world situated in the Covina val- 
ley, but they are in every case the 
ones that have been fed very liberally, 
as well aa. cared fo? in every other 
way known to bo necessary. 


LOW EETUBN PER TREE. 


It is rather a disturbing revelation 


to the investigator to find how very 
low the box return of oranges is from 
the number of so-called bearing trees 
in the state. 
A compilation of the 


number of orange trees and the fruit 
shipments from the state for a season 
reveals to the inquiring person the fact 
that a huge amount of the orchard 
acreage is not being taken care of 
properly. 
While many groves are be- 


ing maintained at a profit, and a few 
are being maintained at a phenomenal 
profit, it seems to bo a fact that the 
larger amount of acreage is not being 
properly cared for 
- the low aggre- 


gate return wou*3 n. «•• be so apparent. 


The citrus industry could not stand 


on one leg, and that leg fertilizer. The 
most intelligent citrus expert could not 
become merely an advocate for high 
fertilization. 
The application of fer- 


tilizer would of course be fruitless in 
the most literal sense, if fumigation 
was neglected, or the trees were not 
properly irrigated. Fertilization is just 
one of the legs upon which the citrus 
industry stands. One rancher recently 
said that "there is no fertilizer that 
will successfully grow fruit and scale 
pests at the same time. Eternal vigil- 
ance is the price of a profitable orange 
crop." 


When there is a valuation of $3000 


an acre on high class citrus property, 
it means that someone is paying $4 a, 
tree in interest and taxes. If the tree 
is idle—if it is a loafer, or as Prof. 
Shamel calls it "a drone tree," then 
the $4 it is costing in overhead ex- 
pense is a total loss. And that is the 
case with innumerable trees scattered 


around 
through orchards thnt. have 


every appearance of being profitable. 
The cause of the tree being a drone 
is often traceable to the,fact that it 
was not fertilized when it was grow- 
ing because it was feeding plentifully 
enough on the plant food in the silt 
soil. 
But when it had exhausted this 


feeding ground, it was not supplied 
with more plant food. 
The feeder; 


stopped growing, and although the tree' 
may be supplied with fertilizer later 
it takes a long time for it to get into 
the highly producing class. 


FERTILIZER FRAUDS 


FOUND JY COUNTY 


County Senior Fuller has made the 


statement that fertilizer 
frauds 
afc 


costing the ranchers and orange growers 
thousands of dollars annually. 
Last 


week, inspectors of the county depart 
mcnt of weights and measures arrested 
Jose Licnn of Arcadia and took him in- 
to Judge Pollock's court, where he was 
fined $25.00. 
Ho was found guilty of 


giving short weight and adding dirt to 
the fertilizer so as to increase tho bulk 
of the load. 


Mr. Fuller says that the frauds are 


generally committed by adding dirt or 
water to the fertilizer to increase the 
weight. 
Another method which has 


been detected is to obtain a weight cor 
tiflcate on the load and then clrivo by 
a dumping ground and throw off live or 
six hundred pounds before making de- 
livery. 


"The ranchers can aid in protecting 


themselves and help put a stop to these 
practices by reporting all suspicious cir- 
cumstances to the Los Angeles County 
Department of Weights and Measures/' 
Mr. Fuller says.

The great stretch of plain country

tains 
on 
the 
north.

brought with them the debris and silt 
of the canyons find the mountainsides.

Tliis ranch was as dry an a bone in 


the summer of the old days. 
If a crop 


of grfiiu or hay was raised it was bo- 
cause of the winter rains, and literally 
nothing grew on this great stretch of 
country after the last of May, and no- 
thing became green again until the win- 
ter rains once more brought the soil to 
life. 


Hut, in the last days of the life of the

A thousand inch 
stream flows from the company wells, 
and waters something like two thousand 
acres in that vicinity. 


aN'DKROROUND WATKTt. 


Rut the major portion of the ranchers 


have put down wells of their own, 
operated either by gns engines or from 
electric power. Homo of these wells 
are down to a great depth. Hut in 
every case there has always been found 
a great plenty of water. The whole 
valley is underlaid by an enormous sub- 
terranean lake, at a depth from sixty 
to two hundred nnd fifty feet, which 
government 
experts nay 
in 
flowing 


steadily through coarse, gravel at the 
rate of five miles a year. 
J'rnctienlly | 


the whole of the strata in afloat, in 
water, which is backed up by a forma- 
tion of impervious clay on the south, 
making a natural lake of the valley at 
a depth beneath the surface of from 
sixty to three hundred and fifty feet. 
There are ninety privately owned wells 
in operation in the territory now, be- 
side the big water company and several 
companies formed by the cooperation of 
groups of ranchers.

NKMI-TKOPIC BEAUTY. 


The walnut district of tho upper Ha» 


Gabriel valley is a beautiful place in 
which to live. The orchards are forests 
in size, and are intersected by macadam 
roads and by county and state boule- 
vards. 
Tho country lies in tho center 


of tho valley, and commands a view of 
tho Sierra Madro mountains seven miles 
distant, and of tho Puento foothills on 
tho south, this latter a hill country, 
terraced with citrus and walnut groves. 


All'during the early ycarh of the wal- 


nut trees the ranchers arc able to raise 
crops between the rows. 
This was one 


of the moso celebrated potato countries 
until thrj trees became too large. 
It 


in one of the California valleys where 
two crops of potatoes can be raised 
each year. Another intermediate crop 
which has perhaps gone ahead of po- 
tatoes in importance is the common 
small while bean, the navy, or the sou- 
thern blackeye. The ranchers believe 
that the planting of beans is a benefit 
to the soil, as any leguminous plant con- 
tains and releases nitrogenous plant 
food. 
Beans and other intermediate 


crops have brought surprising returns 
to tho ranchers, especially during the 
years of the war. 


Walnut prices have been higher dur- 


ing the past few years than ever in the 
history of the business. This in due 
partly to tho fact that foreign walnuts 
could not be shipped into the country. 
The French prohibited, the shipping out 
of walnuts from their country, as well 
as other foodstuffs. 
High prices are 


also dun to the, demand for the super-

While 


the growers are conservative in their 
statements, owing to the fact that the

valuable investment as any agricul- 
tural property in the state.

Full settlement and final statements 


have been made to growers on first pool. 
We arc advised that sale of walnut 
meats and second pool goods are pro- 
gressing in a satisfactory manner, but 
further returns will probably not be 
made until these goods arc cleaned up 
and final statements made to growers. 
As these returns will not the growers 
far greater amount than

have been received they fdiould wait 
patiently for the finals. 


Operating upon war time basis de- 


manded the maximun price on labor,

with night runs, but your secretary is 
convinced that two units of machinery 
should be installed. 
This would practi- 


cally result in making two plants under 
ono roof. 
One unit could be used for 


budded nuts, thus permitting the deliv- 
ery of budds daily. During the peak 
load both units could be adjusted to 
take care of seedlings until the rush 
is over. This two-unit plan has further 
advantages in case

break-downs, 


whero one unit could carry the load 
while the other was undergoing emer- 
gency repairs." 


WALNUT STAMPING 


WILL BE ADOPTED 


Secretary Robert H. Neeley of Ihe La 


I'uente Valley Walnut Growers' Asso- 
ciation, says that a lot of people seem 
to feel the need for $10,000. 


Ten thousand people, scattered all 


the way from Skagway to San Diego 
and from Wntertown to Watts, want 
the $10,000 that has been offered by th* 
California Walnut Growers' Association 
for a device which will place its dia- 
mond brand upon every walnut in it* 
yearly pack in a satisfactory and inex- 
pensive manner. 


A few weeks ago the association ad- 


vertised that it would give $10,000 for 
an acceptable machine or idea which 
would accomplish the desired end, and 
in response to its offer it has already 
received nearly 9000 letters, several 
hundred blueprints and other engineer- 
ing plans and scores of miniature ma- 
chines, all of which their designers say 
will do the work. 


The deluge of correspondence arising 


from the $10,000 offer 
has been so 


heavy that it has almost swamped the 
office force, and a special committee has 
been appointed to review the corres- 
pondence and examine the hundreds of 
plans that have been submitted. 


Some of the inventors have suggested 


wrapping the walnuts in branded tissue 
wrappers, like oranges, but this is con- 
sidered undesirable, because it would 
conceal the walnut, which is its own 
best advertisement. Others have sug- 
gested burning the diamond brand into 
the shell of the walnut with heated nee- 
dles. Still others have brought forward 
the idea of stamping the brand upon 
the walnuts by using an inked ribbon. 
One inventor has submitted a box of 
walnuts which arc perfectly branded 
apparently with an indelible ink. 
The 


brand stands out splendidly, in spite of 
the rugged surface of the shell. 


Ideas and designs are still pouring 


in with each mail, C. Thorpe, general 
manager of the California Walnut Grow- 
ers' Association, says, but no design 
will be given serious consideration by 
the committee until all the thousands 
have been examined. 


The reason for the $10,000 offer is 


that the California Walnut Growers' 
Association, which spends from $75,000 
to $100,000 a year in advertising its 
Diamond brands, 
wants to 
identify 


every walnut in its pack for the consum- 
er by placing the diamond brand upon 
the shell of each walnut. 


Any device submitted must be cap- 


able of placing the brand upon at least 
2000 pounds of walnuts per hour. 
It 


should bo capable of construction in 
units so that a branding capacity of 
15,000 pounds an hour can be attained.

Koal estate booms are forced 


'on. communities for speculative pur- 
p6HCd. There is no opportunity for nuch 
ajjooui in this locality. 


••But1 good property can always be 


bought in limited amounts, 
Romooua 


can be found who 'has reasons for sell- 
'ing. 
There are always ranches that 


are in tho hands of executors. 
In J'm't, 


there is always a chance to pick up a 
bargain in the Covina valley. 


Hut 
(lie value of u ranch depends 


entirely on the history of its cultural 
care arid the reports of the packing 
association where the 
fruit in packed 


and shipped. 
While land in the valley 


in practically the same in productive 
possibilities, human nature has never 
been found .to be the same anywhere 
in 
the world, and

that reason, 


ranches vary in valuo. One man is not 
as good a rp.nchor as another.

or walnut groves, ftr*c worth three thou- 
sand dollars mi acre, or four thousand, 
or twenty-five hundred would be a mis- 
leading statement, 
There arc lots of 


them that are worth three thousand or 
more, and have been selling for that 


amount, based on the actual returns 
made at the packing houses. But HOim 
1 


groves are not worth nearly as much 
us that. Tt is a question of individual 
treatment—the human element. 
One 


of the most profitable businesses in the 
vnlley is one practised by a few ranch- 
ers, 
who buy 
run-down groves 
and 


build them up out of their own super- 
ior knowledge of the business. 


Prosperity has most certainly been 


liberally shared in the Covina valley 
_tho past few years. 
One has only to 


glance at the bank deposit /igtireH to 
see that this a fact, and1 tho returns 
from the soil in the Covina vnlley nrp 
not all reflected in tho local bank clear- 
ings, because there are always many 
absentee owners.

MOTTLE-LEAF CAUSED BY ' 


LACK OF PLANT FOODS 


The occurrence of mottle-leaf in Cali- 


fornia citrus orchards is an indication 
oy tho plant that tho soil in which it is 
growing lacks some element of plant 
Food. The investigations of the spec- 
ialists of tho Department of Agricul- 
ture have revealed tho fact that this 
condition is more frequently a result 
of lack of humua in the soil than of 
any other single soil ingredient. As a 
result of these investigations, much in- 
terest Kns been aroused among growers 
in regard to the question of the humus 
content of the soils in citrus orchards, 
and many 
growers 
are using every 


iniftical menus at ihi'ir disposal to in- 
rouse tho amount of decaying organic 
mutter in tho .soil by tho use of man- 


es and cover crops. Tho department 


specialists have 
also conducted 
soil 


moisture measurements in citrus groves 
to determine tho distribution and dis 
sipation of water following irrigations 
and have studied the changes ii< plant 
tH-haviur caused by varying amounts of 
available moisture in tho soil during 
the intervals between irrigations. 
It 


was found that frequently all the wa- 
ter available for plant growth was re- 


M'-d from the soil before the nest 


irrigation was made. 
Tho determina- 


tion of this r'uct lias resulted in a more 
frequent application of water to orange 
jroves ou certain soils by many grow- 
ers.

poor. These practical 
expressions of 


Christianity will be carried into the 
frontier regions, the rural neighbor- 
hoods, nnd the city slums.

home field forty million dollars will be 
so invested, and another forty millions 
in the foreign fields, and twenty-five 
million in reconstruction and service 
tasks made necessary by the, wnr. The 
total to be rnised is .*10.ri,OnO,nOf), 


A Methodist layman originated this 


enterprise. 
Another Inynian, not a 


church member, made himself personal- 
ly responsible for a million dollars to 
carry the expenses of education and 
administration. The first large contri- 
bution to the centenary fund was one 
million dollars given by a Presbyterian 
who 
appreciated 
the possibilities of 


such an undertaking. This crusade for 
a world democracy rendered sane and 
safe by Christianity has captivated the 
mind ami heart of the church as nothing 
else in its history has ever done. 


The dedication of this much money 


to the task of world evangelism is only 
a part of the great undertaking. It is 
proposed within the next five years to 
enlist and at least partially equip fifty- 
three thousand young people for special 
work in this vast and complex task 
which the centenary program contem- 
plates.

The canvassers will con- 
tinue their work from day to day, tak- 
ing supper together and planning fur- 
ther work, until their task is accom- 
plished.
